HENS SLOWING UP 


Egg production throughout Canada 
has now reached the point where sup 
plies are just about equal to con¬ 
sumptive demand, reports the Do¬ 
minion Egg ami Poultry Review. 
This is a development of the past 
few days and there are now indica¬ 
tions of consumptive demand over¬ 
taking supplies of really fresh extras 
and firsts. The natural result of this 
condition is an advance in prices and 
already on the larger consuming 
markets values on the two higher 
grades are working up. 

This condition has been most pro¬ 
nounced at Montreal. Most of the 
carlot shipments from the prairies 
and British Columbia are going to 
that city and cars containing a lib¬ 
eral proportion of extra and firsts 
can command much better figures 
than a week ago. This advance in 
carlot prices amounts to, from one 
to two cents in the ease of cars from 
the prairie provinces and as high as 
four cents in British Columbia cars, 
the difference in the two, of course 
being due to the larger percentage of 
the higher grades from the coast 
province.

The old Co.-op. hall is no more. 
Those who have lived for a dozen 
years or more in this community are 
familiar with its history. It was 
built early in 1918 in response to a 
need for adequate meeting place. 
The Queenstown and Pioneer schools 
had, for many years, proved too 
small for the U.F.A. meetings, other 
social gatherings and dances. At 
that time the old Queenstown local, 
the parent of the present Kirkdale 
and Milo locals had more than a 
hundred members. The need for a 
hall was acute. >* v 

The Queenstown U.F.A. Co-opera¬ 
tive Association was organized on 
March 11, 1916 and very soon there¬ 
after a lumber yard was established 
at Cluny. This proved very success¬ 
ful for several years as the members 
were in the throes of building and 
fencing following a period of good 
crops and prices. The prime movers 
for the construction of a hall were 
the late Geo. E. McCamher, the late 
J. Cordon Stuart, John Hambeck, R. 
H. Shore and Norman Hall. As the 
Co-operative was a chartered com¬ 
pany, what better way could be 
found than to use the association to 
finance the construction of the hall. 

It was completed early in June. 
The opening night was a gala event 
the music was supplied by a Vulcan 
orchestra and they gave us every¬ 
thing they had. Vulcan, Champion, 
Gleichen, Cluny and Bassano were 
all well represented. The crowd was 
enthusiastic and everyone had a 
good time. 

That fall on Friday, September 27 
to be exact, was given the r emorable 
box supper and dance, when over 
thirteen hundred dpllars was raised 
to be distributed among the local 
boys at the front. Money orders for 
$37.50 were mailed by the committee 
and later were acknowledged as a 
very useful remembrance. 

During the following summer of- 
ffers were received for the lumber 
yard. As competition was becoming 
keen, business falling off, due to 
drought, and financial difficulties 
were arising in connection with pay¬ 
ment of the hall, the lumber yard 
was sold. With the proceeds the hall 
debt was considerably reduced, but 
the Board of Directors had to give 
generously of their time for six 
years before it was liquidated. 

The hall never was a financial suc¬ 
cess. Much as this was to bej regret¬ 
ted it was offset by the fact that on 
its social and community sides it was 
an unqualified success. 

During the ’flu epidemic in the 
spring of 1919 the directors tendered 
the use of the hall to the municipal¬ 
ity and it was used by I)r. Knowles 
as an isolation hospital for all the 
’flu cases in the district. When one 


remembers the difficulty experienced 
] in obtaining nurses, the utter inabil¬ 
ity of people to cope with the situa¬ 
tion in their homes, it will be gener¬ 
ally conceded that upon the occasion 
the hall- paid f<ir' itself. 

With the advent of the railway 
and the establishment of the towns 
of Milo and Queenstown, the hall suf 
fered an economic eclipse. 

Last year it was sold for a nom¬ 
inal sum to the Milo lodge of the 1. 
O.O.F. It was tom down this spring 
and the material was used in the 
construction of the new lodge hall at 
Milo. However it served its day. Its 
inevitable passing was to he expect¬ 
ed, but, nevertheless its associations 
will long live in memory. 

The New Hall 

Since early this spring the mem¬ 
bers of the lodge have been working 
on the rebuilding of the hall until 
now it is nearing completion. The 
exterior is finished in green colored 
RttUcco and the roof is painted a red. 

The interior is finished in colored 
stucco. The curved ceiling being sky 
.blue spotted with gold and the walls 
old rose and gold in a tapestry effect 
Present plans call for the lighting to 
be in a series of flood lights along 
the sides. 

Near the entrance are check rooms 
ticket booth and the stairway to the 
basement.A hove these is :t spacious 
balcony capable of seating fifty peo¬ 
ple. At the opposite end of the hall 
is the stage and two dressing rooms. 
The floor is of hardwood and is being 
laid in the approved dance floor style 

The full basement will contain the 
dining room, serving and club rooms. 
The entire committee are eagerly 
looking forward to the opening night 
and feel that they have one of finest 
halls to-be found in Western Canadd. 

The opening event will be the two- 
day school fair to he held on Thurs¬ 
day and Friday, September 25th and 
26th with the following schools en¬ 
tered: Mayview, Berry wafer, Union 
Jack, Eastway, Willard, Queenstown, 
Gikin, Pioneer, Rocky Butte, Corbie 
Hill and Milo. The secretary reports 
that all schools are working very 
hard on'thelr exhibits and the har¬ 
vest work over there should be a 
very large attendance. 

On Thursday all exhibits, except 
I livestock will be judged. On Friday 
| a full programme of sports and, stage 
J events will be held. The floats #n the 
| parade are to represent “Rresant 
I Day Alberta” .for 
! prize will be given. 

At present the secretaries of the 
I schools are canvassing tiicr districts 
for "ai ds.

VULCAN REPESENTED 
HEALTH UNIT MEETING 


Although the meeting called for 
September 17th at High River, to 
consider the operation of a Model 
Health Unit in this district, did not 
proceed as far in organization as ( 
some had expected, yet it cleared the 
way to definite action. 

As a matter of fact, two meetings 
were - held, through confusion in the 
announced hour, one at 2 p.m. and 
one at 8 p.m. 

Representatives present from High 
River, Vulcan, Nanton, Okotoka, Roy¬ 
al jM.D. (158), Riley (169), Sheep 
Creek (190), Dinton (189), Blackie 
and Cayley. 

As qualified to speak for their re- 
spective governing bodies, delegates 
from High River, Vulcan, Nanton, 
Okotoks, Royal, Riley, Dinton and 
Cayley, expressed themselves gener¬ 
ally in favor of organization. Black- 
Le citizens, though not speaking for 
the town officially, were of the opin¬ 
ion that sentiment there was favor¬ 
able. Sheep Creek representatives 
did not commit themselves. Stock- 
land M.D. (191) was unrepresented 
as were Turner Valley, and Black 
Diamond. Local Improvement Dis¬ 
trict 160, though not represented, it 
was judged would approve. 

The next step in procedure will 
come from the department, which 
will issue to the Municipal and Town 
Councils a standard form on which 
they will state whether they will ac¬ 
cept or reject the proposed scheme. 

Following the receipt by the gov¬ 
ernment of these answered forms, if 
this district is in favor of the estab¬ 
lishment of a Model Health Unit, a 
qualified physician chosen either by 
the Local Governing Board or the 
Department, will be given three or 
four months specialized training un¬ 
der Rockefeller Foundation auspices. 

About April 1, 1931, the scheme 
would begin to function. 

The meetings were presided over 
by Mayor Young with Dr. MacGoug- 
an of Edmonton present "to furnish 
explanation and answer questions. 

The total cost of operation is plac¬ 
ed at $10,000, the proportion which 
the area as represented would take, 
being $2500.00. A motion was car¬ 
ried after discussion that the tax be 
based on population. 

The $10,000 would maintain the 
following service: medical health of¬ 
ficer, $3500; nurse, $1600; sanitary, 
inspector, $1600; technician $1000; 
and $2500- for travelling expenses, „ 
preventive serums, etc. 

Many questions were asked which 
brought information that this scheme 
loes not provide isolation hospitals; 
aor include treatment of indigents. 

It however furnishes information 
on the condition of health particu¬ 
larly of children (and adults if de¬ 
sired), and paves the why to a new 
conception of disease prevention. 

Though this is an initial effort in 
Alberta, it has been operating for 
several years most successfully in 
other provinces.

LIQUOR PROBLEM 


The liquor traffic is a knotty prob¬ 
lem. Total prohibition was a dismal 
failure because of three reasons: 
first, lack of effective legislation; sec 
ond.lack of properly qualified en¬ 
forcement officers; third, an adverse 
attitude of the general public to¬ 
wards tee-totalism. To return to 
prohibition at this stage would mere¬ 
ly duplicate here the present deplor¬ 
able conditions pertaining in the Un¬ 
ited States. At the same time, con¬ 
ditions are far from being satisfac¬ 
tory as they are. We cannot stand 
still. The forward march toward tem¬ 
perance must go on. This is but one 
path to follow and that is through 
education. 

The Highland Distilleries of Bri¬ 
tain have announced a reduction of 
26 per cent, in whisky manufacture 
this year. Liquor drinking is declin- 
, ing, and incidentally, jails are clos¬ 
ing for lack of occupants. This sat¬ 
isfactory condition can be attributed 
in a large part to education of the 
masses on the evils of the liquor ha¬ 
bit. Thirty years ago temperance 
societies and “Bands of Hope” waged 
_a, relentless educational campaign 
among the working ■ classes. The 
seeds then sown in youthful minds is 
now bringing forth good fruit. Thir¬ 
ty years may seem a long time to 
wait for results, but it is a small 
span in the life of John Barleycorn. 

Inasmuch as the provincial gov¬ 
ernment is the chief beneficiary of 
the liquor drinking Albertans, and is 
also their main-stay when later years 
find these same people indigents, the 
onus of educating the masses with a 
view to curtailing their appetites, 
rests upon the government. If, say, 
one per cent, of the annual profits de | 
rived from the sale of liquor was al¬ 
located to anti-liquor propaganda, it 
would yield dividends in years to 
come that cannot be measured in dol¬ 
lar! and cents.—Hanna Herald.

All too often the country- 
home was a place to escape from, be¬ 
cause of the lack of faclities that 
would ensure a little leisure and en- 
! joyment, . 

These conditions are steadily 
: changing, with the steady invasion 
| of electricity in the country. Round 
I about, are hundreds of homes which 
j can rival any city, residence from 
| the standpoint of facilities. Very 
j shortly will be removed any neces- 
' sity for leaving the farm to enjoy 
leisure and comfort. Leisure and 
comfort are instead, being brought to 
the farm. 

Last Saturday’s Calgary Herald 
presents a picture of a farm home 
under modern conditions. While few 
of all these labor-savers are as yet 
realized by many women, they are at 
least attainable in time. It is a pic¬ 
ture which attracts all housewives. 

“There was, for instance, the kitch 
en. The kitchen is always the centre 
of activity in the farm home and this 
one was a thing of joy. A beautiful 
cream and green electric range with 
an insulated oven and time and tem¬ 
perature controls, waS the first thing 
our eye lit upon. A commodious elec 
tric%efrigerator stolod in one corner 
of the room, purring contentedly ta 
itself. One of those general utility- 
kitchen appliances which do every¬ 
thing from mash potatoes and freeze 
ice cream to grind meat and sharpen 
knives, occupied a prominent position 
in another comer. An electric egg- 
beater stood on the kitchen cabinet 
shelf. There was a big porcelain 
sink with a built-in dish-washer in 
it. The whole kitchen was lighted 
by a large overhead fixture, and 
there were auxiliary Ights over the 
sink and the stove. 

In the living room the general j 
lighting was accomplished by a five I 
light ceiling fixture and a number of J 
portable lamps, placed about by the 
piano, the desk and the various pie-; 
ces furnished concentrated light. A 
power radio stood ready to deliver 
entertainment and my hostess told j 
me that at her neighbor’s a couple of 
; miles down the road, they had bought 
I a electric phonograph. In each room ■ 
| there was an outlet planned for the 
! plugging in of the vacuum cleaner or 
1 the small hand cleanerette. 

In the cellar there“was a fully 
equipped laundry, with two set tubs, 
a washing machine and an ironing 
board with an electric flat iron. The 
machine was used for the big jobs 
and the regular family washings— 
the flatiron for odd jobs of pressing 
and so on. The ultimate in efficiency 
was a drying cabinet in which the 
clothes could be hung to dry in bad 
weather or when the lady on the 
farm was in a hurry.

H. P. Kennedy, Montreal cattle 
dealer, predicts a steady improve¬ 
ment in cattle marketing conditions, 
after a visit to Chicago and other 
cattle centres.. t . --—- -» 

Kennedy advised farmers, in view' 
of the low prices for young, unfinish¬ 
ed cattle, to hold on to them and 
grain feed them until the beginning 
of the' year, when, he was conv inced, 
demand and]i rices would be such ns 
amply to justify such a course. 

After quoting statistics showing! 
that there is a decided shortage of 
cattle in the Dominion compared 
with 1929 figures, Mr. Kennedy stat¬ 
ed that, in view of that" fact and the 
low price's for unfinished cattle and 
for grain, it stood to reason that far¬ 
mers should hold on to their young 
stock. 

As for farmers who have grain, 
but no cattle, Kennedy expressed him 
self as follows: “I believe that any 
good, reliable farmer who has the 
grain but not the cattle, would bf 
well advised to borrow 100 per cent 
of the present cost of young stock 
and grain feed them for the market. 

“We should cater for the trade in 
Great Britain,” he stated, “by send¬ 
ing only the most suitable grades of 
' livestock. From the month of Janu- 
arv to the end of June, grain-fed cat¬ 
tle are always in better demand ijt 
Great Britain than during the fall 
months.” 

As showing the demand overseas 
for finished cattle, Mr. Kennedy stat¬ 
ed that during the past few days he 
had received inquiries from a coun¬ 
try on the continent for 3,000 head, 
and other inquiries for lots of sever¬ 
al hundred head. ,

Major Strange, prominent member 
of the Canadian Seed Growers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, emphasized to a party of 
visiting British farmers the virtues 
of Canadian wheat. 

“Canadian wheat is conceded to 
have certain factors contained by 
no other wheat in the world to the 
i same degree," ' said Major Strange, 
“and these factors, qualities of pro¬ 
tein and gluten, have the property 
of giving to a loaf of bread, that is 
mainly made from a mixture of soft 
wheats, spring and strength,, patati- 
bility and quality which the loaf 
would not have without an admixture 
of Canadian wheat.” Millers the 
world over prize these qualities high- 
y he declared, and it is absolutely 
certain that every loaf of white 
bread contains some precentage of 
Canadian wheat. 

“This high quality is not the re¬ 
sult, as commonly supposed, of the 
soil and climate of Cpnada,” said the 
speaker, “but is the result of the var 
iety of wheat used.” Use of the 
wrong variety, he declared, would 
produce poor wheat, even in Canada. 
The Canadian variety which particu¬ 
larly showed this quality was Red 
Fife wheat, said Major Strange and 
was brought over from Scotland to 
Ontario by William Fife in 1842. It 
is one of the parents of Marquis 
wheat, the standard of Canada.

Conditions in l'. S. May Create Bet 
ter Conditions in Canada 


It is stated that the total supply of 
wheat in UniLed States is not.suffic¬ 
ient to oflWt the deficit of feed 
grains. 

This presents two alternatives ei¬ 
ther of which should have hearing on 
Canada. If United States meets her 
fSed famine by slaughtering live¬ 
stock, that will create in the States 
a demand and market for Canadian 
food animals oyer the next few 
years, which will bring action re¬ 
gardless of tariff. 

On the other hand if American far¬ 
mers feed their livestock on wheat 
this winter, a very important quota 
of the present abnormal wheat sur¬ 
plus will be used up, and the other 
wheat producers of the world will be 
brought just so much closer to nor¬ 
mal times, because one most power¬ 
ful competitor removed. 

American pastures are the worst 
for fifty years. The hay crop is short 
and many farmers are already feed¬ 
ing livestock. 

The feed supply is shorter than in 
any years since 1911, the present 
supply being 68 percent, of the av¬ 
erage. 

It is possible that these deplorable 
conditions may in the nature of 
things, create a brighter outlook for 
Canada.

PRICE CYCLES

From Royq'l Bank Review of 
Month of September 

The period from 1892 to 1920 is 
one which affords a number of good 
illustrations as to the relative influ¬ 
ence of general trend of price level 
and cycle. Throughout this period 
there was a consistent upward trend 
in prices. Within this time interval 
there were ten price cycles and each 
successive cyclical peak tended to be 
exceeded in height by the subsequent 
peak after an intervening recession. 

The length of these cycles varied 
between thirty and fifty months: the 
average length was thirty-nine 
months. The average advance in the 
price of the individual commodities 
during the successive periods of re¬ 
vival and prosperity amounted to 
about 17 per cent, of the maximum 
price obtained at the moment of the 
succeeding peak and the average de¬ 
cline from these successive peaks 
amounted to 12 per cent. 

Judging by the course of events in 
other apparently similar cycles of 
the past, and giving due weight to 
the effect of the present world-wide 
policy of cheap money, it is reason¬ 
able to suppose that the present av¬ 
erage of prices has a lx t reached the 
bottom of the cylcical movement.

SPORT PARADISE 

Canada Attracts Its Thousands, in 
Search of Abundant Game Areas 


Notwithstanding the fact that ser¬ 
ious inroads have been made on 
many species of game native to 
North America through the advance 
of settlement and development, there 
still remains in the vast wooded and 
unsettled portions of Canada an 
abundance of wild life. Thanks to 
wise legislative measures and strict 
enforcement of laws these valuable 
resources have been protected and 
conserved and game is well distrib¬ 
uted throughout practically every 
province from the Atlantic to the Pa¬ 
cific. 

The provinces of Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick are noted for their 
moose and deer but in addition there 
is to be found a goodly supply of 
bear, wildcat and rabbit, also duck, 
woodcock and other upland and shore 
birds. 

The provinces of Quebec and On¬ 
tario are the largest in the Dominion 
and, they' also attract the largest 
number of hunters. 

The prairie sections of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta are fam¬ 
ous for their duck and wild fowl 
shooting, while the northern sections 
are well stocked with moose, mule 
deer, Virginia deer, caribou, bear and 
lesser game. 

The western or mountainous por¬ 
tion of Alberta and the entire prov¬ 
ince of British Columbia offer per¬ 
haps a greater variety of game than 
any other section of America. Here 
will be found moose, three species of 
deer (mule, Virginia, or white-tailed, 
and Columbia blacktailed); several 
species of caribou; grizzly, brown 
and black bear; cougar or mountain 
goat; as well as a large variety of 
birds, waterfowl, and small game. 

The sportsmen who would blaze 
new trails and see new' scenes are 
more and more turning to the Yukon.
